FOR CHIEF OF POLICE

To Bore for Oil or Gas. 


Davis, Ok.. Feb. X—An effort is on 
foot to prospect for oil and gas in 
the vicinity of -Davis. The company 
has been organized but the promot­ 
ers and details of their intentions 
are not made public yet. It is said 
that the company has sufficient fin­ 
ancial 
backing to accomplish 
what 
they 
desire—namely, 
to 
find 
out 
whether oil and gas exist in this vi­ 
cinity. Experts have been over the 
ground and are sanguine of results. 


Oklahoma City, Feb. 3.— Ins]-ting 
on Economy in appropriations, both 
for maintenance and buildings, arui 
urging that the state’s expenditures 
be kept within its income, Governor 
Truce submitted 
to the legislature 
Thursday the estim ates of appropria­ 
tions desired by the various state di - 
partm ents and institutions, as sub­ 
mitted to him by their heads, aggre­ 
gating r^r the biennium $7,708,454.31. 
The m essage. which accompanied the 
.budget, stated that these estimates 
do not, in most cases, include tin 
buildings asked from the legislature 
ar th s session. 
The governor does not request the 
legislature to make its appropriations 
in accordance with these estimates, 
but on the contrary he urges that 
the appropriations be held down to 
the IJ west possible point, stating that 
the result can be foreseen readily if 
the state continues to spend $4,0 0 0 ,4HH) 
or $5.tM)0,(MH) each year when Its in­ 
come is only $3,000,(MMF. 
The budget submitted, which does 
not include the -text book commis­ 
sion, code commission, district judges 
or district court stenographers, in­ 
cludes Se.304,708.34 for 1912 and $3,- 
043,'316.34, wfth enough asked for de­ 
ficiency appropriations to make the 
total $S,708,4.74.31. In the same con­ 
nection the governor shows that the 
state's total income for the past year 
was $3.0941,009.81 including $79,358 in­ 
surance received from burned build­ 
ings. and $198,000 from the sale of 
public building warrants, while there 
are 
$2,320,620.66 of state 
w arrants 
registered 
and 
now 
outstanding, 
which must be paid from the gener­ 
al revenue fund and taken into con­ 
sideration by the legislature. 
Strong Recommendations. 
The governor’s 
recommendations 
on public building appropriations arc 
particularly strong. He declares that 
only the most pointed necessity can 
justify 
further 
bielding 
appropria­ 
tions at this time, in view of the 
fact that there are now building bills 
amounting to $448,875.78 still unpaid, 
and no funds with 
which to meet 
them. It is asserted that by reason 


of th s condition contractors must 
necessarily make their prices high­ 
er to the -state than for other work, 
and that it would be wise to delay 
until

buildings

lines. 
Tile message also sta te ' that th-
